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TIOT  (pronounced  tie-ot)  originates  from  the  language  of  the  native  Neponsets,  a  branch  of  the  Algonquin  tribe. 
Translated  to  "enclosure  of  waters",  the  term  refers  tot  he  fact  that  Norwood  is  surrounded  by  water  on  three  sides,  by 
streams  and  a  river. 

The  first  few  settlers  of  the  Norwood  area  situated  for  the  most  part  on  the  fertile  land  beside  the  Neponset  and  along  the 
Traphole  and  Hawes  brooks.  The  settlers  gradually  transformed  the  wilderness  into  a  small,  self-contained  village  that 
came  to  be  known  as  TIOT. 

Around  the  17th  century,  TIOT  became  a  nickname  for  the  area  that  is  now  known  as  South  Norwood.  In  1639,  TIOT 
was  part  of  Dedham,  along  with  14  other  communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  The  town  of  Norwood  was 
officially  formed  in  1872. 

Today,  TIOT  remains  a  visible  symbol  of  town  pride,  as  it  has  been  the  name  of  the  high  school's  yearbook  since  1939.

The  cover  is  printed  with  Lithographic  ink  with  gold  foil  accents; 
the  cover  is  protected  with  a  matte  lamination,  with  a  clear 
silkscreen  on  the  gold  accents.  The  cover  photography  was  taken 
by  Ashley  Hutchens,  and  the  cover  design  was  created  by  Lifetouch 
creative  services.  The  endsheet  photography  was  taken  by  Mia 
Fanizzi  and  Ashley  Hutchens  and  designed  by  Lifetouch  creative 


services. 


The  book  is  208  full  color  pages  in  8.5x1 1  format.  The  spring 
supplement  is  28  full  color  pages.  All  pages  were  created  by  TIOT 
staff  and  submitted  over  5  deadlines.  Font  families  used  included 
Raleigh  BT,  Murray  Hill,  and  Minion  Pro.  Core  colors  used  were 
Navy  and  a  custom  Yellow. 

The  cost  of  the  book  ranged  from  $75  to  $90,  with  lower  prices 
available  to  early  purchasers.
